DETAILED ACTION 



This action is in response to Amendment filed 8/20/03. Claims 25-27, 30-32, 35, 
38-41, 43, 45, 48-50, 52, 54-58, 60-62 are pending in the application. Claims 1, 39, 40, 
50, and 61 have been amended. All of the amendments have been thoroughly reviewed 
and entered. The previous rejections in the Office action of Paper No. 16 are withdrawn 
in view of the amendments and the following amendment made by the Examiner. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claim 50. (twice amended) A method of transplanting cells comprising the steps 
of transplanting a biochamber into a host, wherein the biochamber comprises a lumen, 
an outer wall defining said lumen, and a plurality of non-Sertoli cells contained within 
said lumen, wherein said outer wall comprises Sertoli cells, and wherein the non-Sertoli 
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cells are [therapeutic cells] selected from the group consisting of neuronal cells, NT2 
cells, pancreatic islet cells, dopaminergic cells, and bovine chromaffin cells . 

In claim 60, --claim 58- was inserted in place of "claim 59". 

Claims 25-27, 30-32, 35, 38-41 , 43, 45, 48-50, 52, 54-58, 60-62 have been 
renumbered as claims 1-25 according to 37 C.F.R. 1.126. 

The specification has been amended as follows.
